FARMERS ARE URGED 
TO SAVE THEIR OWN 
WINTER LEGUMES 


Prepare now to save your 
winter legume seed for next 
year. The farmers of Coffee 
County will get about half 
the amount of blue lupine 
seed this year that they have 
orders in for, Farmers who 
prepare to harvest their own 
legume seed next spring and 
have a dry place to store 
their seed won't have to 
worry about having plenty 
of seed on hand for next 
year for growing their own 
nitrogen, says J. T. Albrit- 
ton of the Wiregrass Soil 
Conservation District. 

There is a possibility that 
the available supply of com- 
mercial nitrogen will contin- 
ue to be limited next year 
and with the heavy demand 
for legume seed, it is possi- 
ble that these seed will be 
scarce. Home production of 
seed is therefore doubly im- 
portant this year. 

The best time to appreci- 
ate the value of winter le- 


gumes is when they are 
turned in the spring. A 
good growth of winter le- 


gumes incorporated into the 
soil not only adds nitrogen 
to the soil to increase the 
yield of the following crop, 
but it makes the soil sponge- 
like and easy to cultivate. 

In order to have an ade- 
quate supply of seed next 
year, Albritton recommends 
that a portion of the cover 
crop acreage be left to ma- 
ture seed and that the seed 
be earefully harvested “and 
properly stored, This is es- 
pecially important in the 
ease of blue lupine, which 
canbe harvested by hand if 
harvesting equipment is not 
available.
